His hand was struck down and iu an instant 
he was thrown to tho earth and securely 
pinioned, the police putting irons upon him 
and tho Cossacks binding him with ropes. 
A largo body of military and police had 
gathered by this time and au active search 
was made for tho other assassin. 


Thcro was a cry that ho bed run into tho 


imperial stables, every door ot which was nt 
oiico guarded, while tho police scoured the 
yards of the buildings, but no trace of him 
could be found. Tho 
Czar was carried up 


stairs on a litter. Besides the snrgoons in- 
ordiunry, the most skilled men in tbe city 
weru present, but tho case waa hopeless. Ilia 
left leg was fearfully shattered, tho greater 
portion of the foot and ankle having been 
blown oti' and bis right leg nearly torn from 
Iris body. 
Ho was sensible, with brief in- 


tervals of unconsciousness to tho last.

comes short. 


In order to effect the desired change tbo 


Indians must be educated, and it is a favor- 
bio eigu of tho times that this fact has como 
to be recognized, and that the possibilities 
of education aro accepted. Mr. Moony has 
acted wisely in providing for Indian girl8 nt 
uia now eomiuary, and other philanthropists 
do well in lending them aid in the name 
direction.

conclusions : 


First. Tho nttaeks made by torpedo boats 


during the American and Turco-Kussian 
wars were delivered under conditions such 
that their results ought to bo taken into 
serious consideration, with tho view of ex- 
tracting information. These results appear 
to establish the following points ; 


Second. An nttnck made against n ship by 


means of a torpedo boat does not require 
more exceptional circumstances, nor more 
absolute devotion, than any other operation 
of Nnvfil war. 


Tbird. An attack of this description, 


where the assailant only risks forces rela- 
tively small, offers such chances of success 
Hint it should always bo tried when tbo 
occasion presents itWlf. 


Fourth. Ono single torpedo bout, of mod- 


onuoly good quality, ia fiviilieient to surprise 
at night n vessel at anchor ; a day attack on 
a vessel under weigh, requires tho co-opera- 
tion of several torpedo boats, especially 
built for tbo purpose. 
--Fifth. Under all circunmtances 
where 


such boats, collected into a flotilla, have to 
attack ono or mora ships, their attacks 
should bo simultaneous.
